Mrs . Eddy Hemsmbered Her 


Excommunicated Disciple. 


Concord. N. H., Dec. 1"».—There is 
ev ery reason to believ e with the filing 
of Mrs. Eddy’s will that the v alu e of 
the Christian Science leader's estate 
has been u nderestimated and that it 
will reach, if it does pot ex ceed. $2,- 
000,000. 
This will of cou rse depend 
largely on the v alu e which the ap­ 
praisers place on the copyrights. The 
cash, secu rities and personal estate, 
ex clu siv e of the copyrights, will ex ­ 
ceed, it is pretty au thoritativ ely ru ­ 
mored. $1,000,000. 
Under the terms of the will the 
mother chu rch at Boston is to get the 
bu lk of Mrs. Eddy’s enormou s fortu ne. 
This chu rch, in addition to special be­ 
qu ests aggregating $150,000, is also 
made the residu ary legatee. 
The Sec­ 
ond chu rch, of New York city, is the 
nex t largest beneficiary, as there is 
left to it a su m not to ex ceed $175.000 
to pay off its indebtedness. 
The largest indiv idu al beneficiary is 
Calv in A. Frye, who for more than 
thjrty-fiv e years has been close to Mrs. 
Eddy, and who receiv es $20.000. Lau ra 
E. Sargent, long of the Eddy hou se­ 
hold, gets $5,000. 
Frederick N. Ladd 
of this city, a distant cou sin of Mrs. 
Eddy, receiv es $3,000. There are sev ­ 
eral other minor personal bequ ests. 
Mrs. Au gu sta E. Stetson of New York 
city is bequ eathed the handsome piece 
of jewelry known as the “crown of 
diamonds.” one of the most v alu able 
pieces of jewelry which Mrs. Eddy 
possessed. 
This bequ est comes as a 
su rprise to Christian Science, especial­ 
ly as the beneficiary is now ex commu 
nicated from the chu rch. 
Mrs. Lau ra 
Lathrop, the pioneer to carry the 
Christian Science gospel from Boston 
to New York, is bequ eathed the beau ­ 
tifu l “cross of diamonds,” considered 
a preciou s memento, the fav orite jew­ 
el of Mrs. Eddy, always worn at her 
throat. 
The will is dated Sept. 13, 1901. and 
contains a bequ est of $10,000 to her 
son, George W. Glov er, and to each of 
his children $10,000. 
How these be­ 
qu ests now stand in the light of a set­ 
tlement made by Mrs. Eddy with her 
heirs when the Glov ers receiv ed $225,- 
000, increasing at the time the tru st 
fu nd for the Glov er children from 
$125,000 to $175,000, may be a qu estion 
of law, as the agreements do not spe­ 
cifically state that rights to special be­ 
qu ests are abrogated.

PROMOTE PEACE 


Carnegie Turns Over $10,000,- 


000 to That End. 


ERA OF UNIVERSAL PEACE 


T h is Is the End Sought by Creation of 
a Perpetual Trust W hich W ill Have 


a Half Million a Year to Devote to 


the T ask of Bringing the Nations 


of the Earth Into Relations of Arn- 


Ity. 


Washington, Dec. 15.— At a meeting 
here of twenty-two of the twenty-sev en 
tru stees who hav e been selected to 
handle the big fu nd, Andrew C arne­ 
gie’s 110,000,000 gift for the promo­ 
tion of international peace was a n­ 
nou nced. 
The tru stees are left free to dev ote 
the income, which will be abou t $500,- 
000 a year, in the interest of world­ 
wide peace. 
The tru st is to be per­ 
petu al and is designed as mu ch for the 
continu ance of the peace mov ement 
after Mr. Carnegie is gone as it is for 
its promotion now. 
The donor makes prov ision ev en for 
the u se of the fu nd after the era of 
u niv ersal peace is established. 
When 
this is accomplished the income of the 
fu nd shall be u sed “from centu ry to 
centu ry withou t end” in aiding man 
in his march to higher and nobler 
stages of dev elopment as the tru stees 
may see fit. 
"Let my tru stees,” said Mr. Carne­ 
gie, “therefore ask themselv es from 
time to time and from age to age, how 
they can best help man in his gloriou s 
ascent onward and u pward, and to this 
end dev ote this fu nd." 
The $10,000,000 gift is in the form 
of United States Steel Corporation 
bonds bearing interest at the rate of 
5 per cent, and is made in the 
form 
of a deed of tru st, bu t the tru stees are 
au thorized to incorporate. 
President 
Taft was selected as honorary presi­ 
dent of the organization, and Senator 
Root was elected tem porary chairm an 
of the board of tru stees, which is made 
u p as follows:

Wood Agree Upon Report Showing a 


Glaring State of Unpreparedness in 


National Defense, but Congress De­ 


clined to Receive the Same on the 


Ground of Public Policy. 


Washington, Dec. 15.—In official cir­ 
cles an ex traordinary situation has 
arisen ov er formal rep orts p rep ared 
by the secretary of war disclosing a 
state of unp rep aredneas in the nation­ 
al defenses that is characterized as 
sensational. 
Unusual 
efforts 
hav e 
been made by members of the house 
of rep resentativ es to sup p ress the con­ 
tents of these rep orts on the ground 
that p ublication would be detrimental 
to the interests of the gov ernment. 
But Secretary of War Dickinson and 
Major General Leonard Wood, chief of 
staff, who ought to know how far it is 
ex p edient to disclose the condition of 
the national defenses to other nations, 
hav e ap p arently been entirely willing 
to hav e the rep orts giv en out. 
To make the situation mohe comp li­ 
cated, President Taft’s v iews in regard 
to the so-called sensational rep orts do 
not coincide with those of his own cab­ 
inet adv iser and chief of staff, and he 
sy mp athizes with the effort that is 
being made by members of congress 
to sup p ress the rep orts. 
While congressional leaders say of­ 
ficially that they are against the p ub­ 
lication of the rep orts because it wrould 
p lace undesirable information in the 
hands of other gov ernments, the real 
reason is that they fear a “war scare” 
rush for ap p rop riations. 
Two rep orts hav e been p rep ared by 
the secretary of war, and neither has 
seen the light of day . 
One was p re­ 
p ared more than a week ago, and its 
contents were described as “sensation­ 
al” by those who. read it. 
Before this 
rep ort was sent to the house of rep re­ 
sentativ es, 
Rep resentativ e 
Tawney , 
chairman of the committee on ap p ro­ 
p riations, got wind of it and he went 
directly to the White House and p ro­ 
tested against its being sent out for 
p ublication. 
Soon after this v isit it 
was announced that the original rep ort 
by the secretary of war would he al­ 
tered and the modified rep ort would be 
sent to the house later. 
The modified rep ort, which is said 
to he considerably milder than the 
original, was then sent to the house 
and was marked “confidential.” 
This 
rep ort was an ex p urgated edition of 
the original and was accomp anied by 
a statement by General Wood. As the 
rules of the house do not p rov ide a 
p ractical method for dealing with con­ 
fidential documents, the Dickinson re­ 
p ort was made the subject of a con­ 
ference by leaders, who decided after 
p erusing its contents that it should 
be returned to the war dep artment 
with the suggestion that the p ortion of 
the rep ort containing facts not detri­ 
mental to the p ublic interest should 
be returned to the house, and that the 
other material in the rep ort of a con­ 
fidential kind should he sent to some 
house committee. 
As a result of all 
this seesawing Dickinson will p rob­ 
ably rep ly to the house at the direc­ 
tion of the p resident, that the rep ort 
will not he submitted because it would 
be incomp atible with the p ublic inter- | 
est. 
The likelihood therefore is that | 
the affair will end with no rep ort at 
all.
